THE KAISER’S MESSAGE. 

The message of the German Em- 
peror is under date of last Friday. 
On the same day Dr. Von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, — of the Empire. 
advised Count von Bernstorff, the 
German Ambassador here, that Ger- 
many had not gone into the war for 
— additions ot territory. 

It is apparent there is a precon- 
certed movement on the part of Ger- 
many to obtain peace on the basis of 
the present war status quo: 

To place upon the allies responaidil- 
ity for the continuance of the war. 

To relieve Germany of the charge of 
wanton of life and prop- 
erty. 

To explain that the wiping out of 
the city of Louvain was necessary as 
a result of the conduct of the Belgians. 

DUMDUM BULLETS. 

As establishing the character of the 
warfare conducted by the allies the 
Emperor refers to the use by them of 
dumdum bullets, abundant proof of 
which, according to the message, 
exists. 

Attention also is called to the ac- 
tion of Belgian civilians in firing upon 
the German forces, which necessarily 
called for severe punishment. 

The Emperor regretted the destruc- 
tion of Louvain, but defends it as an 
act required for the safety of his army 

The Emperor's purpose in sending 
this message was to offset the ap- 
proaching visit of the Belgian com- 
missioners sent by the King of the 
Belgians to describe to the President 
the alleged barbarous practices of the 
German troops. 

The fact that the Kaiser had - 
dressed a personal communication to 
the President has given great impetus 
to the peace discussion. It is not dis- 
closed at the White House whether 
the Kaiser made any reference to 
mediation or peace. Nevertheless the 
tone of the message was said to be 
encouraging from the point of view 
of administration officials, who hope 
that the vague intimations that the 
time for mediation is near may re- 
sult in definite action.

The absence in this war of battles 
of air fleets is noticeable, especially so 
in view of the many forecasts and 
imaginative descriptions of such war- 
fare that were published a few years 
ago. The dirigible balloons seem to 
have proved much more vulnerable 
than was expected. The artillery of 
the allies has been especially effective 
in stopping their raids. 

The descriptions from the battle 
lines show that the aeroplanes have 
been most effective in their special 
scouting service.

ALLIES HAVE THE 
PRELIMINARY ENGAGEMENTS. 


ONDON, Sept. 9, 9:40 p.m.—The 
allied armies continue to have the 
advantage, according to French of- 
ficial reports, in engagements which | 
can only be the preliminaries of a 
great battle extending from Meaux, 
northeast of Paris, to the fortress of 
Verdun, 120 miles farther east.

RESERVE BO ‘HAS THIRTY- 
SIX DIRECTORS TO NAME. 


Show of Financial Strength. 


Federal Reserve Board has taken up 
consideration of the thirty-six clags 
directors of the twelve reserve 
banks, whose appointment will mark 
virtually the last important step be- 
fore the actual organization of the 
banks. More than 200 names are be- 
fore the board and the final list of 
appointees is not expected before next 
week. 
The board probably will approve 
the bankers’ plan for a pooling ar- 
rangement to pay American obliga- 
tions to Europe in gold. It has taken 
no formal action on the bankers’ pro- 
posal to raise $150,000,000 through 
banks to pay those obligations and is 
understood to be waiting for a report 
from London on its acceptability. 
Members of the board are curious 
also about published reports that New 
York bankers expect to underwrite 
about $80,000,000 of obligations of 
the city held in Europe. They have 
no definite assurances that such a 
syndicate has been organized and do 
not know whether its existence would 
mean a reduction in the total amount 
to be cared for by all national banks, 
Every effort is being made through 
clearing-house associations to obtain 
definite information as to the exact 
amount of gold in possession of all 
national, State and private banks in 
the country. Members of the board 
today expressed the belief that if the 
banks put the $26,000,000 figured 
upon by the Bankers’ Committee on 
first call, there would be no necessity 
for further advances, figure 
that when the European creditors 
find that Amertcan bankers are will- 
ing to pay in gold they will make 
no further demands for such pay- 
ments. The European bankers, in the 
view of experts here, will see that 
in a few weeks they will be making 
purchases in the United States which 
will take up the present debt bal- 
ance. 

The board probably will make no 
effort to hear the protests of cities 
againgt the choice reserve cities by 
the Reserve Bank Organization Com- 
mittee until the twelve reserve banks 
have been organized. Under the 
law the board is authorized to make

KING GEORGE’S MESSAGE. 

The official information bureau to- 
day gave out a message from King 
George to the British colonies, It is 
as follows: 

“During the last few weeks the peo- 
ples of my whole empire at home 
and overseas have moved with one 
mind and purpose, to confront and 
overthrow an unparalleled assault on 
the continuity of civilization and the 
peace of mankind. The calamitous 
conflict is not of my seeking. My voice 
has been cast throughout on the side 
of peace. My ministers earnestly 
strove to allay the causes of the strife 
and to appease differences with which 
my empire was not concerned. Had I 
stood aside when, in defiance of 
pledges to which my kingdom was a 
party, the soll of Beglium was vio- 
lated and her cities made desolate, 
when the very life of the French na- 
tion was threatened with extinctior, I 
should have sacrificed my honor and 
given to destruction the liberties of 
my empire and of mankind. 

“I rejoice that ev part of the 
empire is with me in decision. 

“Paramount regard for a treaty of 
faith and the pledged word of rulers 
and peoples is the common heritage 
of Great Britain and of the empire. 
My peoples in the self-governing do- 
minions have shown beyond all doubt 
that they whole-heartedly indorse the 

decision it was necessary to 
take. My personal knowledge of the 
loyalty and devotion of my oversea 
dominions had led me to expect that 
they would cheerfully make the great 
efforts and bear the great sacrifices 
which the present confilct entails. The 
full measure in which they have 
placed their services and resources at 
my disposal fills me with gratitude, 
and I am proud to be able to show 
to the world that my — over- 
sea are as determined as the people 
of the United Kingdom to prosecute 
a just cause to the successful end. 

The Dominion of Canada, the Com- 
monwealth of Australia and the Do- 


minion of New Zealand have placed 


at my disposal their naval forces, 
which already have rendered good 
service for the empire. Strong ex- 
peditionary forces are being prepared 
in Canada, Australia and New Zea- 
land for service at the front, and the 
union of South Africa has released all 
British troops and undertaken the im- 
portant military responsibilities, the 
discharge of which will be of the 
utmost value to the empire. 

“Newfoundland has doubled the 
number of its branch of the royal 
naval reserve and is sending a body 
of men to take part in the operations 
at the front. From the dominion and 
provincial governments of Canada 
large and welcomed gifts of supplies 
are on their way for use, both by 
naval and military forces, and for the 
relief of d ess in the United Ring- 
dom, which Inevitably follow in the 
wake of war. 

“All parts of my oversea dominions 
have thus demonstrated, in the most 
unmistakable manner, the fundament- 
al unity of the empire amidst all its 
diversity of situation and circum- 
stance.”

It is eminently fitting that the 
schools should do their share in pro- 
moting harmony and in avoiding 
causes of conflict. A little dispute 
leads we know not where. It is proper 
then to call upon the school people 
of California to be wise and farseeing 
in avoiding possible race prejudices 
and race conflicts brought from over- 
sea. Postpone discussions, debates and 


is | contests touching the causes or merits 


of the war until the war has closed, 
until man recovers his senses. Take 
special pains to smooth away disputes 
among the young people and try to 
prevent the children of one race from 
pitting themselves against those of 
another. Teach the doctrine that we 
‘are all Americans here, with one 
country, one flag. 

Now is our moment to put forward 
the idea of patriotism, civic patriot- 
ism, as opposed to the patriotism of 
war. Patriotism does not necessarily 
move to the music of the fife and 
drum, Living for one’s country is bet- 
ter than dying for it—and harder. 
There are other heroes than those at 
the cannon’s mouth. It is a splendid 
contrast, this nation, made up of in- 
dividuals from each of the warring 
worlds, vet moving steadily ahead, 
helping, bullding up, not destroying, 
not tearing down the things that hu- 
manity has accomplished in the long 
march of the centuries. ‘ 

Is it not a worthy task, to keep 
the feet of a hundred million people 
in the path of honest industry and 
away from the gory fields of war?

ESCAPE YAQUIS. 


stitutionalists, Arrive on Steamer. 


IBY A. P. DAY WIRE.| 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 9.—Ex- 
pelied from colleges and churches of 
Guadalajara by the Constitutionalists, 
forty-five Spanish and French Cathe- 
lic priests and lay brothers and forty- 
eight sisters of the Sacred Heart ar- 
rived in San Francisco today from 
Manzanillo aboard the Mexican steam- 
er City of Mexico. Fearing. annihila- 
tion by a band ef Yaqui Indians re- 
ported to be riding on Manzanillo, the 
refugees were taken on board on the 


night of September 1. 

When they left Guadalajara IIllit- 
erate Yaquis were in possession of the 
Jesuit and Marist Colleges there, toy- 
ing with the apparatus of the physical 
and chemical laboratories, and toss- 
ing valuable folios and furnitures out 
of the windows. A piano brought ten 
pesos at a street sale, and a rare folio 
one peso. Nor was the laity immune. 
Father Gerard de Corme, president of 
the College of the Society of Jesus 
estimated that $7,000,000 was col- 
lected in two levies laid upon the 
wealthy. Their carriages were com- 
mandeered by the Yaquis, who rode 
about the city in boisterous delight. 

As soon as the Constitutionalists 
entered Guadalajara they confiscated 
the property of the colleges, threw the 
priests, on charges of conspiracy, into 
solitary confinement where they were 
held six days by order of Gen. Manu- 
el Dieguez, Governor of the State of 
Jalisco, and sequestrated the nuns in 
private houses, where they were kept. 
under surveillance. 

On July 21 there were in all 200 
priests and lay brothers, including 
Bishop Palencia of Tehuantepec, held 
in solitary confinement and dependent 
upon the charity of church members 
for subsistence. The excuse given for 
their imprisonment was that arms 

been found in the Marist col- 
lege. Explanation by the brothers 
that these were merely drill guns used 
to train the pupils was not accepted, 
although no ammunition was di- 
covered. 

After six days the priests and broth- 
ers were released from jail and 
housed in private houses like the 
nuns. On August 10 they were en- 
trained for Colima under guard, and 
when the Constitutionalist lines were 
extended into Manzanillo they were 
conducted thither. 

For the present they will be cared 
for by the Jesuit fathers of St. I- 


natius College, San „ and 
the sisters of the Sacred Heart at 
Menlo Park. 


Apart from their imprisenment the 
priests and sisters said they were 
treated, if not with respect, with some 
consideration. No brutality was 
shown.

FEDERAL BUREAU HERE 
TO AID BEET GROWERS. 


HE Department of Agriculture, as 
the result of recent research work 
in the sugar beet flelds of South- 
ern California, is about to establish 
permanent headquarters in Los An- 
geles. Offices will probably be opened 
early next spring. The local head- 
quarters will be in charge of E. C. Rit- 
tue, who is connected with the branch 
of the department in Washington that 
is devoted to sugar beet invegtiga- 
tion and who has made extensive in- 
vestigations here on behalf of the gov- 
ernment. | 
There are several important prob- 
lems to be solved for local growers. 
The plan is to have the government 
bureau, the sugar factories and the 
growers work to a large extent in con- 
junction and to arrange for confer- 
ences to discuss the difficulties that 


confront the producers of sugar beets. 

There are 90,000 acres of sugar 
beets in Southern California. Mr. Rit- 
tue believes that the acreage can be 
profitably increased to 150,000 under 
reasonably favorable conditions. The 
depression following the tariff reduc- 
tion has been at least temporarily off- 
set by the increased prices conse- 


m de continued and the production 
this year will be about normal. 

Most growers believe that the fu- 
ture of the industry in Southern Cali- 
fornia and elsewhere in the United 
States depends on a modification of 
the tariff laws. With normal condi- 
tions resumed, they say, prices will go 
down again and production will not 
be profitable. In an effort to secure 
tariff modification the growers in 
some of the beet districts have begun 
to secure and tabulate statistics to 
demonstrate the necessity for protec- 
tion for a valuable industry. . 

One of the serious problems now to 
be met in Southern California and 
which Mr. Rittue has been working 
on, is a method by which the nema- 
toda can be destroyed. This is a micro- 
scopic worm that eats the small roots. 
The beet, attacked by such worms, at 
once begins to throw out new roots to 
replace the ones destroyed and in that 
way expends all its energies in replac- 
ing roots instead of f sugar- 
bearing fiber. 

Mr. Rittue finds about 2000 acres 
badly affected with nematoda in 
Southern California. 80 far nothing 
has been discovered to effectively 
combat it. Mr. Rittue belleves some- 
thing can be accomplished by rotation 
of crops and by summer farrow. The 
latter method, however, is not like- 
ly to be favored in California, in his

The order is backed up with the in- 
timation that further activities on the 
part of either Institution, except those 
necessary to wind up their affairs, will 
be construed as a violation of the 
State law. 

Both of the homes have been run 
as charitable institutions and both 
have been more or less at odds with 
the Municipal Charities Commission, 
the Juvenile Protective Association and 
other Supervisoral bodies for several 
years. Both homes were given a pub- 
lic hearing on August 3 and 4. : 

Mrs. Bryant stated yesterday that 
the decision of the State board in 
closing both of these homes had been 
reached only after the various com- 
missions had exhausted every method 
available to make them conform with 
the State regulations and after both 
had been thoroughly investigated by 
inspeaors from both the State Board 
of Charities and Corrections and the

THREE END LIVES 
OWN HANDS. 
ONE WOMAN AND TWO MEN ARE 


VICTIMS OF REVOLVERS 
AND A RAZOR. 


One woman and two men in Los 
Angeles ended their lives yesterday. 
The suicide of one took place in a 
public coffee house, another in a 
chicken coop and the third at the en- 
trance to Eastlake Park. 

Three years ago the husband of 
Mrs. Margaret T. Clark shot himself 
through the temple. Yesterday morn- 
ing his widow did the same. Mrs. 
Clark, who was about 40 years old, 


| had been living with Mrs. M. E. John- 


son, No. 309 North Alvarado street. 
Yesterday she went to the chicken 
house in the rear of the yard and 
fired at herself as Mrs. Johnson was 
approaching. Mrs. Clark died within 
a few minutes. She had been in ill 
health. 

A bullet also wrote finis to the life 
of Augustus Mitchell, 50 years of age. 
He went to a Greek club at No. 303 
East Fourth street yesterday after- 
noon and a few minutes after he had 
left a club member picked up a menu, 
the back of which bore this signal leg- 
end: “Good-by to all my friends.” 
He was still reading it when another 
club member burst in with the intelli- 
gence that Mitchell had just shot him- 
self in the Athens Coffee House at No. 
238 East Fourth street. The wound 


was fatal. 

Still breathing faintly, an uniden- 
tified man, about 25 years of age, was 
found with his wrist slashed in Al- 
hambra road near the entrance to 
Eastlake Park yesterday morning. He 
was rushed to the hospital, but died 
on the way and was removed to the 
Button morgue. Patrolmen afterward 
found in bushes near by the razor with 
which the man had slashed himself.

ROSPERITY TO 
RESUME COURSE. 


PLANS SHAPE FOR DEVELOPING 
LOWER CALIFORNIA. 


Following an investigation of the 
unsettled conditions in Lower Califor- 
nia, plans have been formulated to 
reconcile opposing factions and devel- 
op the country under the regime of 
Col. Melchor Vela, who has been ap- 
pointed Jefe Politico of the northern 
district of the territory, and not Gov- 


jernor ag reported, according to in 


formation received by Oonstitutional- 
ist Consul Carrillo, last night. 

In anticipation of the cessation of 
hostilities, a conference of prominent 
Constitutionalists will be held in San 
Diego this week to complete arrange- 
ments for the re-opening of several 
large business enterprises, including 
some of the largest mines in the 
peninsula, which have been kept 
closed on account of the revolution 
and the inability to obtain chemicals 
from the warring European countries. 
More than 10,000 Mexican laborers 
were thrown out of employment by 
the closing down of the Boleo Mining 


21. Company of Ensenada and scores of 


these workers are being sent into 
Sonora and Chihuahua to obtain em- 
ployment in the mines of those States, 
which do not depend upon chemicals 
to extract the ores. 

David Larate, who has been ap- 
pointed Jefe Politico of the city of 


“| Ensenada, informed the local consul- 


ate last night that an application for 
a concession to establish an electric 
light plant and possibly a street car 
system, already had been filed by Chi- 
cago capitalists living at Pasadena. 
The matter has been referred to the 
Minister of Fomento at Mexico, City 
and it is believed that favorable ac- 
tion will follow. 

Another application has been sent 
to Mexico City by the Los Angeles 
Marine Service Company for a conces- 
sion to run a line of power boats from 
San Pedro to Ensenada, touching at 
other points afong the coast of Lower 
California, where it is considered cer- 
tain that profitable trade relations 
soon will be established. 

In selecting Col. Vela as chief ex- 
ecutive of the northern division of the 
territory running from Ensenada to 
Mexicali. the Constitutionalist officials 
assert that factional strife will soon 
disappear and that protection will be 
granted not only to foreign investors 
but to natives as well.

The position of Governor still is 
open, according to local Constitution- 
alist officials, but it is expected that 
the appointment will be made at the 
close of the conference at San Diego. 
According to advices received late 
last night, Gen. Angeles, former Con- 
stitutionalist Secretary of War and a 
close friend of Gen. Villa, errived in 
Mexicali yesterday to make an inves- 
tigation of conditions in the interest 
of harmony. Recognized as one of 
the most able diplomats in the south- 
ern republic end a man of profound 
learning, prominent Mexicans here 
are hopeful that Gen. Angeles will be 
able to bring all interests in harmony 
with the policies of the new regime.

WOULD CUT ASSESSMENTS FOR 


. BOYLE HEIGHTS SITE 
ONE THIRD. 


The Council has extended the time 
within which property owners within 
the assessment district for the Boyle 
Heights branch library site at First 
and Chicago streets may file supple- 
mentary petitions for and against the 
continuation of the proceedings to 
acquire this site and make the neces- 
sary assessment. 

The opposition to this site has pre- 
sented a determined front, and the 
protest now on file with the City 
Clerk represents about 65,000 feet of 
frontage within the district. The pe- 
titions in favor of the site have not 
yet been filed. 

The recent negotiations whereby 
the Huntington Land Company has 
agreed to take $10,000 for the entire 
properties, including both the larger 
and smaller triangle, where formerly 
stood the old cable power-house, 
make a decided change in the situa- 
tion, in so far as the size of the in- 
dividual assessment is concerned. 
The original plen for these assess- 
ments divided the district into five 
zones. The assessment per front foot 
on the first zone was placed at $12.25; 
second zone, $8.77; third zone, $5.88; 


fourth zone, $2.94, and fifth zone, 
$1.17. 
Under the proposed compromise 


plan the assessments would be re- 
duced one-third, so that the lowest 
assessment zone would provide an as- 
sessment of 78 cents per front foot. 
Efforts are to be made to get the 
opposition to drop its protest, in view 
of this reduction in the price cof the 
property, but the leaders of the pro- 
testants declare that they would not 
be satisfied with the location selected 
were it to be had for nothing. Mem- 
bers of the City Council are anxious 
to have a settlement of the ques- 
tion, as they feel that any other site 
selected will have to go through a

GARBAGE MIX-UP. 


PRIVATE CONCERN WILD RENT

Another angle to the mixup over 
city garbage disposal hi come to 
light at the City Hall. It has to do

with the operation of the city-owned 
incinerator on Santa Fe avenue. 
The Los Angeles Indurated Fiber 
Company wants to lease from the city 
this incinerator and take over the 
collection of combustible rubbish. It 


also proposes to dispose of all dead 
animals in a strictly sanitary manner, 

But the city’s contract with the Pa- 
cific Reduction Company, the concern 
that is now erecting a reduction plant 
on Leonard street, provides that this 
concern shall take all combustible 
rubbish, to have begun on August 27. 
It is also to take care of the dead 
animals. On August 21 the Board of 
Public Works granted the Pacific Re- 
duction Company an extension of six- 
ty days within which to take over the 
handling of the combustible rubbish. 
This contract with the Pacific Reduc- 
tion Company precludes the possibility 
of leasing the city incinerator and the 
rubbish-handling to the Indurated 
Fiber Company for more than these 
two months. 

The fiber company is willing to take 
the lease even for this limited time, 
with the hope that it may be able to 
continue the work for a longer period. 
The Board of Public Works on Mon- 
day decided to enter into this contract. 
The city is now running the incin- 
erator at a loss of $250 to $300 a 
month, and a lease to a private con- 
cern is considered highly desirable. 
The plant as it now stands does not 
need any great outlay to hold it to its 
present state of efficiency for two or 
three months, but after that time con- 
siderable expenditures would be neces- 
sary. It is the plan of the city to 
construct an asphalt plant upon the 
grounds now occupied by the incinera- 
tor, so a lease of any considerable 
length of time is not considered ad- 
visable. If the Crouch concern does 
not get its plant in operation ag pro- 
vided for, however, it is possible the 
lease to the fiber concern may be md

| DICE IN CALIFORNIA. 


Cotton and rice are the two leading 
products of the States of Louisiana, 
Georgia and South Carolina. Cotton has 
already become a staple crop in Southern 
California, where its cultivation is grad- 
ually extending from the Colorado River 
across the Imperial Valley. It is not so 
generally known, however, that California 
has already begun to compete with Caro 
lina in the production of rice. 

Four years ago no rice was grown at all 
anywhere within the boundaries of our 
Vast commonwealth. Last year the value 
of our rice crop was two million dollars. 
A smal! beginning, but one full of promise 
for the extension of the industry. One-third 
of the human race depends on rice as its 
chief means of sustenance. Next to wheat, 
rice is the most valuable food plant in the 
world. 

California will never figure so largely 
among the wheat-producing States as oan- 
sas or the Dakotas, but with a little push 
and enterprise she may become the cotton 
and rice center of America. And Imperial 


‘Valley will be the heart of these two new 


ventures, 

Along the Colorado River, not only in 
California, but also in Arizona, Nevada and 
Utah, are thousands of acres of rich land 
and climate and general conditions es- 
pecially adapted for the culture of rice. 
No problem before the nations is at pres- 
ent so pressing as that of increasing the 
general food supply. In this connection 
the value of rice cannot be overestimated. 
The fertile San Joaquin Valley should fur- 
nish many acres of good land suitable for 
growing this valuable grain. Given the 


ruht combinations of soi] and climate it is 


an easy and a sure crop. In food elements 
it is hardly second to wheat. With the de 
pletion of cattle on all our ranges and the 
upward trend of all food stuffs, rice is an 
article of consumption well worth the con- 
sideration of all our farmers.

SPITE OF WAR. 


NOTABLE SEASON PROMISED 
NEXT WINTER. 


President of National Company 
Back After Difficulties—Says This 
Country Will Succeed in Bringing 
Peace—Head of U.S.C. Oratory 
School Returns Safely. 


“This is the land of mediation to 
which all of Europe is looking for the 
final solution of its present fearful 
troubles,” said Carlo Marchetti, pres- 
ident of the National Grand Opera 
Company, who arrived home yester- 
day from Italy, where he has been 
signing up contracts with singers for 
a season on the Pacific Coast. 

“It was rather remarkable in meet- 
ing men of affairs from different na- 


tions who were in Italy after the war 
started, to hear the unanimous opin- 
ion expressed that the United States 
would be the final arbiter for the 
warring nations,” he said. 

“The war will bring as many for- 
eigners to America as can bly 
get away. Up to this time the Amer- 
ican government has been necessarily 
slow helping its citizens to get away. 
There are hundreds of them at every 
port of Italy who are practically 
without resources or means to come 
home. Ships to transport them are 
lacking and had it not been for the 
good offices of Consul-General Jones 
at Genoa, I might still be abroad.” 

Of the attitude of Italy in the war 
convulsion Signor Marchetti said 
sentiment is divided, but that the 
mass of the Italian people were 
against taking sides with either 
France or Germany. “They realize 
the enormity of the war and the cost 
of money and lives and prefer not to 
become involved,” he said. 

War will not prevent the appear- 
ance of a number of famous grand 
opera stars in Los Angeles this win- 
ter.

varese,’ ‘Linda de Chaminoux,’ ‘Lom- 
bardi’ and several others. We will 
open the season in San Diego as a 
part of the opening exercises of the 


lexposition and then will come to Los 


Angeles for a four-wéeks engagement 
beginning January 11.” 

One of the most recent arrivals 
from the war zone is Miss Beulah 
Wright, head of the college of oratory 
of the University of Southern Califor- 
nia. Accompanied by Miss Yoeder, 
also of U.S. C., Miss Wright returned 
home Tuesday evening and yesterday 
reported for work.

They had sailed from 
Amsterdam to Flushing when the 
Great Eastern Railway came to their 
rescue, advancing them enough cash 
to pay their way to London.

LONG BEACH, Sept. 9.—Fearing 
that her son, A. F. Thomas, a wealthy 
retired jeweler of Winnipeg, is im- 
prisoned in the cuartel at Juarez, 
Mex., Mrs. E. Thomas of the Allison 
apartments has appealed to C. White 
Mortimer, British Vice-Consul at Los 
Angeles, for aid in releasing him or 
locating him if her surmise is not cor- 
rect. 

Mrs. Thomas, her son and a daugh- 
ter came here from Winnipeg last 
winter to pass a few months. Last 
April Thomas, having sold out his 
business in Winnipeg, decided on a 
tour of the Southwest. He wrote fre- 
quently on his trip through Arizona 
and Texas, and sent a posteard from 
Juarez on April 27. That was the last 
word received from him. 

Chief of Police Cole thinks Mrs. 
Thomas may be right in supposing 
that her son is in the Mexican cuartel, 
either as a spy or on a trumped-up 
charge. He has written to the Police 
Chief at El Paso, asking him to take 
the matter up with the British Con- 
sul at Juarez. 

Thomas, although a man of wealth, 
seldom carried a large sum of money 
with him. He is described as aged 
42 years, 5 ft. 11 in. tall, weight 175 
pounds, smooth shaven, brown hair 
and blue eyes. 

Another disappearance reported to- 
day to the police was that of a sales- 
man for C. C. Lord, manufacturer, 
who has not been heard from in two 
months, although he had been in the 
habit of reporting every day. The 
father of the missing man has gone to 

City to try and locate him. 
DEMOLISHING SIGNS.

[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE 
CHINO, Sept. §.—That there will 
be no shortage of sugar-beet seed in 
this section for at least two years, is 


the statement of J. T. Schroeder, 
manager of the Chino branch of the 
American Reet Sugar Company. 
ScHroeder declares. that newspaper 
stories to the effect that beet seed, 
which for the most part comes from 
foreign countries, had risen in price 
from $4 to $40 a sack, on account of 
the European war, are erroneous, 
since the seed has only increased to 
three times the price that it had sold 
at before the war. It is now, how- 
ever, close to $40 a sack, having for- 
merly brought about $12 a sack. 

Schroeder's company has a large 
amount of beet seed stored at pres- 
ent at Oxnard, where another large 
plant is operated, and a large force 
of men is now employed gathering 
seed on the Chino ranch. It is pro- 
posed to gather not less than 8000 
pounds of seed at Chino. The seeds 
from the finest beets are being gath- 
ered by hand. 

If the war continues and the sup- 
ply remains correspondingly short, it 
is proposed to set out a large por- 
tion of the Chino ranch property of 
the company this fall to beets which 
shall be used for seed only. The 
company in this way expects to be 
able to supply not only its own needs, 
but those of local farmers who raise 
beets for the Chino factory. It is 
said that the first crop raised here 
will be equal to the imported seed, 
but that after that the quality will 
begin to deteriorate unless new seed 
is sown.

WALNUT HARVEST.

WHITTIER, Sept. 9.—Walnut har-

IMPERIAL VALLEY DATES. 
[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE } 
HEBER, Sept. 9.—The Heber date 
farm near the town of Heber Is 
making great preparations with the 
opening of the date season now at 
hand, for handling what bids fair to 
be the largest crop and the finest 
dates ever grown on that farm. Un- 
less some unforeseen misfortune oc- 
curs to prevent it this farm will pro- 
duce at least one-third more dates 
than it has ever before produced dur- 
ing a single season. It is expected 
there will be an average yield of 100 
pounds to the tree. This will mean a 

total crop of 36,000 pounds. 

Last year the dates grown on this 
farm retailed at 80 cents per pound, 
some of them reaching as high as a 
dollar per pound. The early dates 
are now ready for the market, there 
being two varieties grown on this 
ranch. The “seedlings” are the early 
variety and the “Deglet Noors,” a fa- 
mous African date, which comes 
later. These will be ripe about the 
first of October.

Two Thousand Tons Freight 
Being Unloaded. | 


Transportation Facilities on 
Land Are Poor. 


Race to Panama Won by 
Steamer Honolulan.

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, Sept. 9. 
—The Luckenbach steamer Carolyn 
arrived from New York 
day and tomorrow morning 
will begin the work of discharging 
2000 tons of freight for this port, of 
which 200 tons is ten-inch cast-iron 
water pipe for installation at the mu- 
nicipal dock in the outer harbor. 

The Carolyn is the fourth Lucken- 
bach steamer to bring New York 
cargo to this port since the Panama 
Canal opened. The others were the Ad- 
miral Dewey, Admiral Schley, Isabella 
and Lyra. Last week the Pacific Wharf 
and Storage Company, agents for the 
line, handled over 6000 tons of freight 
over its wharves at Bast San Pedro, 
breaking all records for one week.

DAILY CHARGES. 

Under the city ordinance govern- 
ing wharfage and handiing wharfage 
must be charged upon all freight 
for every twenty-four hours it remains 
on the wharf.

The next arrival of the East Asi- 
atic fleet’ will be the new Danish mo- 
tor ship Malakka, which will get 
away from Genoa about September 15. 
The Malakka was at Antwerp when 
the European war broke out, but was 
unable to complete her cargo there. 
She is a sister ship to the Siam, which 
created much interest on the Pacific 
Coast during her visit here several 
months ago. 

The American-Hawalian steamer 
Honolulan has beaten the army trans- 

Buford in a race from San 
rancisco to Panama. Although the 
Honolulan called ‘here for the first 
passengers to go through the Panama 
Canal and the Buford made the trip 
direct, the Honolulan. arrived at 
Cristobal, on the Atlantic side, the 
same day the Buford reached Balboa 
before passing through the locks. The 
Honolulan proceeded to New York 
and the Buford will proceed to Galves- 
ton and may be sent to Europe for 


refugees.
